Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lutter et 
al .(5,420, 170). 

Lutter et al. discloses preparations of viscoelastic polyurethane foam 
preparations wherein isocyanates having isocyanate content values as claimed by 
applicants are combined and reacted with polyol compositions which are polyether 
polyols based on glycerine, amines, and other initiators, and wherein the compositions 
are combined at an NCO index as defined by the claims and in the presence of various 
catalyst which are encompassing of those claimed (see the entire document). It is held 
that though Lutter et al. is not concerned with the specific selections of catalysts, 
applicants' claimed combinations are well known catalyst systems which are readily 
envisioned from the teachings of the patent. Additionally, although other catalysts are 
described in the claims beyond the amine catalysts, these other catalyst are considered 
optional components since the claims read on them being present in amounts as low as 
0 parts by weight. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Falke et 
al.(6,316,514). 
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Falke et al. discloses preparations of polyurethane foam preparations wherein 
isocyanates having isocyanate content values as claimed by applicants are combined 
and reacted with polyol compositions which are polyether polyols based on various 
initiators inclusive of glycerols and amines, and wherein the compositions are combined 
at an NCO index as defined by the claims and in the presence of various catalyst which 
are encompassing of those claimed (see the entire document). It is held that though 
Falke et al. is not concerned with the specific selections of catalysts, applicants' claimed 
combinations are well known catalyst systems which are readily envisioned from the 
teachings of the patent. 

Additionally, although other catalysts are described in the claims beyond the 
amine catalysts, these other catalyst are considered optional components since the 
claims read on them being present in amounts as low as 0 parts by weight. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Chaffanjon et al. is cited for its disclosure of relevant articles in 
the urethane arts.
